says that fluorine ean be mixed with milk, but 
that it is an expensive thing to do. 
If sneh is the case, let us by all means 
research the problem and make it inexpensive. 
For our money the fluoridationists have ne- 


glected one aspect of the problem - call it. the 
mental aspect. 
We know very little of mental health - but 


we do know that one of the demonstrated methods 
of driving a person heyond the realm of sanity 
is to make him face up to a problem to which 
there is.no answer. 

Perhaps thousands of people are willing to 
accept fluoridation, and only a few hundred are 
against it. 

Some of those few hundred (iff sueh is the 
number) have one reason, and some have another, 
for not wanting fluorine. Rightly or wrongly 
many of them believe. that fluoridation is harm- 
ful, and they do not want to be foreed to ac- 
cept fluoridated water supplies. 

And we give them no alternative, 

Are we not encouraging mental illness on a 
portion of our population? And, even if we are 
not - are we not somewhat callous in our atti- 
tude to our fellow man? 

If it is possible to administer fluorine to 
children safely, and in sufficient quantities, 
through the medium of their daily milk supply, 
why not explore the problem further, and this 
achieve, finally, the desired result without 


enforcing upon a portion of our population — e- 
ven small and insignificant - mental anguish?

Acute morbidity manifested by in- 
creased salivation and vomiting may 
be caused by ingesting 0.25 g. So- 
dium fuoride. This quantity in an 
8-07. glass of water represents 


1,000 ppm sodium fluoride, or about 
450 ppm fluorine.

MAY SOON HITWILMINGTON HOME

Sodium fluoride is one of the 
most highly corrosive sub- 
stances known, and even in mi- 
nute concentrations, has been 
found to cause severe damage 
to metals over a period of 
years. 

When fluoridation was finally 
voted out after seven years in 
Concord, N.H., extensive re- 
pairs to water mains were 
found to be needed. The chemi- 
cal, it was found, had accu- 
mulated slowly in the rust 
Scale inside the pipes and had 
reached the alarming concen- 
tration of 8,000 parts per 
million in one sample of rust 
scale which was tested. 
Similarly, corrosion damage 
to pumping equipment, ter 
mains, household pipes, and 
water heaters was noted in the 
towns of Reading, yorth ndo- 
ver, and Northhampton. These 
towns have all voted to dis- 
continue the experiment. 

Here in Wilmington, corrosion 
has been in evidence right 
from the beginning in the pump 
which injects the fluoride in- 
to the water system (see above 
picture), and in a letter to 
the people of Wilmington, 
water superintendent Edmund 
Sargent has stated this week 
that he has ...already ob- 
served an increase in corros- 
ion throughout the town since 
we started adding fluoride to 
our water.’ 

DANGER OF HANDLING SODIUM 
FLUORIDE AT PUMPING STATION 
CrTen. 

A visit to the Wilmington 
pumping station can be an eye- 
opener. The sodiym fluoride 
which is pumped into our drink 
ing water is stored in a 400- 
pound drum in a small room at 
the further end of the build- 
ing. Inspection of the label 
on this drum reveals the word 
‘poison’ printed in red, two 
skull and crossbone symbols, 
and a strongly-worded warning 
against handling or inhaling 
the chemical (see picture of 
label),

“Chinchilla herds 
dying, dwarfed, stunted, sterile . skin 
rash, kidney damage, heart trouble 
These are human lives — remember the 
sulphas. . Doctors make mistakes. Is 
this America or a concentration camp? 
Public Health — or Money Interests? . . 
Burning throats, mouths, eyes - Small 
animals sensitive to the poison . . .” 

St. Maries (3,220) — Started June 15, 1955. 
Voted out August 15, 1955. . . Cost 20 
times as much as estimated.” 

ILLINOIS 

Geneseo (4,531) — Started 1954. Voted out 
1954, 988 to 422, at the urgent request of 
Rev. Lyle F. Sheen, pastor of St. Malachy’s 
Parish. Father Sheen declares, “Sodium 
Fluoride in the water supply is used in Com- 
munist countries to keep people in Subjec- 
tion.

Saginaw (92,918) — Started 1952. Voted out 
1954. “So many had stiff joints, which were 
relieved after drinking well water, even 
though well water contained natural fluo- 
ride, proving there is a difference many 
burning throats and stomachs, severe head- 
aches.” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Concord (29,309) — Voted out in 1959 after 
7 years. Badly corroded water mains 
showed high fluoride content in corrosion. 


Hundreds of people carried their water in 
from out of town rather than drink city 
water. 

NEW YORK 


Fulton (13,922) — Started 1953. 1956, City 
Council voted unanimously to stop fluorida- 
tion. Water Commr. Harry Andrews re- 
ported F had been corroding the gears of 
water meters. 


Schenectady (105,000) — Trouble with ma- 
chinery corroding ever since it started in 
1953. In operation only 14 weeks off and 
on for first 3 years. Stopped 1956 until 
$25,000 to $30,000 could be voted in Coun- 
cil to repair machinery. 


NORTH CAROLINA 
Gastonia (34,389) — Suspended by Mayor on 
account of opposition Aug. ‘56. Time maga- 
zine reported — Aug. 6, ‘56, “symptoms at- 
tributed to F: excessive thirst, spine becomes 
stiff, nausea, nails brittle, vision becomes 
blurred...” 


OHIO 


Akron (274,605) — City Council voted 9 to 4 
to stop fluoridation, 1954, after two months 


in operation. Per BeaconJournal, “Many 
complained they suffered from kidney 
troubles . . . violent headaches. Lawyer 


stated ‘My wife became ill, her mouth in- 
flamed. A Doctor told us she was suffering 
from ‘fluorosis.’ Judge Wanamaker . . . said 
those who want it can buy it at drugstores. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 

Greenville (58,161) — Stopped, 1956, after 
one year, after physicians appeared on TV 
panel saying, “as little as 1 ppm of F in 
water causes mottled teeth, which are first 
visible, external sign of chronic Fluoride 
poisoning. Fluoride is toxic — with deadly 
affinity with body calcium.” 


TEXAS 

Wichita Falls (68,042) — 1951-1954, “Min- 
nows died in F water.” Fishing Camp. Dr. 
L. D, Parnell “unable to make Kolmer-Was- 
serman blood tests, had to obtain rain 
water, even after being distilled 3 times.” 
Wolfe Kennels “lost, stunted, pure-bred 
puppies, mothers paralyzed, puppies died 
until used pure water.” Mrs. W. H. Bran- 
nan, chinchilla grower, stated “litters died, 
mothers paralyzed, vet said animals looked 
like been getting small amounts of poison 
— our loss great.” 


VIRGINIA 
Charlottesville (25,969) — Started 1951. Out 
in 1955. “Nothing but a long-run series of 
autopsies will reveal the results of continu- 
ous application of poison to our water.” 


WASHINGTON 
Kennewick (13,650) — Stopped after 1 year. 
Faulty equipment. “Water Sup't said city’s 
machine could not maintain proper dose. 
Concerned with fluoride being trapped in 
numerous dead-end pipes, resulting over- 


dose.” 

WISCONSIN 
Delavan (4,007) — Started 1953. People voted 
out 1954, “The poison hazard is great 


enough that your council carries heavy Lia- 
bility Insurance at your expense.” 


Stevens Point (16,564) — Voted out 1950, 2 
to 1. “Put in secretly. F. is toxic, deadly, 
corrosive poison.” 


WYOMING 

Sheridan (11,500) — Voted out 1953 (2,732 
to 904) after four years in operation. Press 
10/1/53: “Pipes eaten out in 3 weeks.” Pub- 
lished report of Atty. J. F. Raper, says: “F is 
biggest fraud . . . people suddenly stricken 
with urinary ailments . . . specialists advised 
they stop F. water... . We had an endemic 
of burst water pipes. . . . Water commr. ex- 
hibited equipment eaten up by F. Also en- 
demic burst hot water tanks . . .an unusual 
amount of auto radiators been eaten out by 
some chemical. From the Ist day consum- 
ers complained of the nauseating taste of 
the water. After F. stopped, the palatability 
improved.”

I have just reviewed the medical 
literature on the subject of fluoridation 
of drinking water. In the southwestern 
United States the fluorine content of 
water is high (up to 8 parts per mil- 
lion) and the incidence of dental cavi- 
ties is low, From this correlation, the 
idea of artificial fluoridation arose. 
Carefully controlled research by compe- 
tent investigators under the supervision 
of the American Medical Association, the 
American Dental Association, the United 
States Public Health Service and the 
Kettering Institute has revealed that 
the number of new cavities in children 
raised in communities with fluoridated 
water was reduced by 60 per cent com- 
pared to the number of new cavities in 
the children of communities with unflour- 
idated water. These benefits have been 
observed over the past fifteen years, 

Dr. Dean, ‘the father of fluorida- 
tion,’ has been quoted out of context as 
having written twenty years ago that 
fluorine was a poison; he is, in fact 
firmly behind fluoridation, The American 
Cancer Society has emphatically stated 
that fluorine does not cause cancer. A 
few physicians who oppose compulsory 
fluoridation because of isolated ill- 
nesses which they attribute to fluorida- 
tion have repeatedly refused to present 
their ‘evidence’ to a special AMA Com- 
mittee on Fluoridation composed of ex- 
perts from the AMA Council on Drugs and 
the AMA Council on Foods and Nutrition. 
Some of these physicians even oppose 
chlorination of water and vaccination 
against smallpox. The AMA says that 
there is no evidence of harm due to 
fluorine in concentrations of 1 ppm. 

The AMA, ADA, USPHS, former Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Dr. Paul Dudley White 
and Dr. Benjamin Spock are all in favor 
of fluoridation. 

From an informed medical standpoint 
I must therefore come to the conclusions 
that: (1) There is no reliable indica- 
tion of harm due to the trace quantities 
of fluorine used in water fluoridation, 
and (2) Fluoridation has proved benef- 
cial, especially to our children whose 
teeth are now in the process of forming.
